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Highlights  of  Irish  History- 

Two  hundred  and  seventy  eight  years  after  th6  flood  a 
Greek  and  his  family  landed  in  Ireland.  Later  colonists  from 
Afrioa  settled  in  Ireland  and  enslaved  the  Greeks.  They  made 
th6m  carry  good  soil  and  spread  it  over  the  poor  soil.  They 
were  called  Pirbolgs,  which  means  Bagmen  because  they  carried 
the  soil  in  bags.  The  similarity  between  the  Greek  and  the 
Irish  language  led  some  historians  to  conclude  that  th6  Greeks 
got  their  learning  from  the  Irish. 

The  Irish  monarchy  which  had  lasted  for  two  thousand 
years  ended  with  Eod6rick  O'Conner  in  11^8.  Their  history  was 
preserved  in  poetry  which  was  learned  by  heart  and  carried  down 
from  generation  to  generation. 

At  one  time  the  people  of  Ireland  were  called  Scots 
after  Scota,  a  famous  woman  who  lived  th6r6.  Later  wh6n  they 
colonized  Scotland  the  name  was  transferred. 

In  th6  year  432  St  Patrick  cam6  to  Ireland  and  convert¬ 
ed  many  Lruid  worshipers. 

Pour  hundred  and  fifty  years  before  Leif  Ericson,  St 
Br6nd6n  of  Ireland  found  a  land  far  west  of  Ireland,  Maps  made 
in  Horway  in  th6  Middle  ages  call  Am6ricanGreat6r  Ireland", 

About  the  year  800  Th6  Lanes  invaded  Ireland  and  con¬ 
trolled  it  for  two  hundred  years.  They  destroyed  many  churches. 
Those  who  stayed  married  Irish  girls  and  became  converted. 

In  1164  King  Henry  the  second  convinced  Pope  Adrian 
that  th6  Irish  wer6  ignorant  barbarians  and  on  his  promise  to 
convert  them  th6  Pope  turned  the  country  over  to  him.  There  is 
doubt  about  this  item  of  history  as  there  seems  to  b6  no  re¬ 
cord  of  it  in  th6  Vatican.  However, this  was  the  time  when  the 
English  came  in  and  took  over.  All  books  and  historical  re¬ 
cords  were  destroyed  when  found.  This  continued  for  centuries. 

In  1311  Irish  lif6  and  property  was  unprotected  by  law, 

Henry  th6  Eighth  who  became  king  in  150^  fought  th6 
.Lutheran  religion  and  the  Pope  gave  mm  the  t itle "Defender  of 
The  Paith" .  When  h6  fell  in  lov6  with  Ann6  Bolyn  he  divorced 
Cathrine,th6  mother  of  his  children  and  wife  of  twenty-two 
years.  Pop6  Paul  deprived  him  of  his  throne,  Henry  held  the 
throne  by  force,  established  the  Church  of  England  with  him¬ 
self  as  head,  and  a  terrible  siege  of  killing  took  place, Th6 
Church  owned  land  with  which  it  supported  th6  poor.  Henry 
took  over  this  land  for  his  own  use.  It  became  high  treason 
to  refuse  to  S6nd  children  to  th6  protestant  s  hools.  In  1684 
seminaries  were  established  in  Europe  for  educating  priests 
for  Ireland.  Anyone  sdoporting  these  schools  was  treated  as 
a  rebel. 

In  1558'  Henry's  daughter,  Elizabeth  became  queen.  A 
barbarous  system  maintained  to  keep  the  Irish  too  weak  to  re¬ 
volt.  The  poet  Spencer  said  "Let  them  S6nd  into  Ireland  ten 
thousand  foot  and  one  thousand  horse, give  th6  Irish  twenty 
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days  to  come  in  then  giv6  no  quarter, but  hunt  th6m  down  lik6  wild 
beasts  in  the  winter  when  the  covert  is  thin.  If  th6y  be  well  fol¬ 
lowed  one  winter  there  will  be  little  work  to  do  with  them  th6 
next  summer#  .Famine  would  complete  th.6  work  of  the  sword  and  in 
eighteen  months  the  ground  be  cleared  for  English  settlement.” 
Evidently  Spencerfe  family  were  among  the  settlers  as  a  hundred 
years  later  when  th6  Irish  Catholics wer6  being  "transplanted”  to 
make  room  again  for  English  colonists  Spencer’s  own  grandson  was 
on6  of  them# 

In  1650  thousands  of  young  Irish  men  and  women  W6r6  sola, 
as  slaves  to  the  English  colonies  across  th6  ocean#  During  this 
same  century  there  was  a  bounty  on  Catholic  priests. 

In  16^1  th6  historian  Mooney  said"And  now  after  a  war  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  years  between  th6  Irish  and  the  English, 
the  principal  for  which  the  Irish  first  took  the  field,  was  estab¬ 
lished, namely  religious  fr66dom."

Daniel  Sullivan  was  born  Dec.  30, 
1800, probably  in  County  Cork.  His  grand¬ 
children  remembered  that  he  and  his  wife, 
hllen,  talked  to  each  other  in  the  Irish 
language . 


In  the  pages  of  his  old  Bible  is 
an  old  piece  of  paper, sewn  to  a  piece  of 
cloth, to  hold  it  together.  There  is  writ¬ 
ing  in  longhand  and  Latin  on  it.  fh6  ink 
is  faded  but  you  can  make  out  the  date, 
lath  Jan. 1823, which  was  their  wedding  day. 
Their  own  names  are  not  there, but  the 
names, William  Kelly, May  Sullivan  and  Jo- 
hannah  Sullivan  are  on  it.  These  may  have 
been  brother  and  sisters  of  the  brid6  and 
groom, and  wittnesses  to  th6  wedding. Kilworth 
ie  m6ntion6d,which  is  a  town  in  Cork  Co.Th6 
church  there  has  no  records  that  far  back.

In  this  same  Bible  their  marriage  and  the  births  of  th6ir 
five  children  ar6  recorded  in  Daniel’s  handwriting.  He  wrot6  it 
Sullivan  and  not  O'Sullivan  as  he  seems  to  hav6  written  it  later 
in  his  life. 

We  do  not  know  how  long  they  lived  in  Ireland  but  th6  two 
oldest  children, Jam68  and  Cathrine  were  probably  born  there.  They 
moved  to  London, England  where  Daniel  taught  school  till  they  de¬ 
cided  to  come  to  America; 
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Th6  first  stop  h6re  that  w6  know  of  was  Detroit  Michigan. 
After  staying  there  a  while  they  went  on  to  Flint  in  a  covered  wa¬ 
gon,  There  were  no  roads  thru  the  wilderness  and  there  wer6  Indians 
iendly  toward  th6m  .  They  even  gave  Daniel  an  Indian  name 
one  of  her  shoes  on  the  trip  and  for  over  a  year  she  had 
ian  moccasins.

George  B.Daly  told  of  stopping  on  his  way  to  work  to  talk 
to  Daniel  at  the  door  of  his  store.

Johannah  PitzGerrold  was  born  in 
the  parish  of  Conugh-na-gree , by  the  Black- 
water  River, near  P6rmoy .County  Cork,  Ire¬ 
land,  She  was  the  youngest  of  six  child¬ 
ren/ of  Haney  and  Richard  Pi tzGerrold. Both 
parents  di6d  when  sh6  was  about  three  and. 
she  went  to  live  in  th6  home  of  h6r  uncl6 , 

William  Pi tzGerrold. 

Her  earliest  memories  were  of  the 
fires  at  night  in  the  lim6-kilns  on  the 
surrounding  farms .also  the  bitter  feeling 
that  her  people  had  for  th6  English  rulers 
who  kept  th€m  poor.  History  of  Cromwell's 
time  tells  that  PitzGerrold  land  was  given 
to  Sir  Walter  Raleigh. 

Hannah, as  she  preferred  to  b6  call6dt 
learned  to  read  in  the "Hedge-row  Schools". 

.Education  was  forbidden, and  soldiers  destroy^ 
ed  books  when  they  could  find  them, Schools  were  conducted  on  th6  sly 
hy  anyone  who  could  read  and  write ,and  who  dared.  They  had  no  paper 
or  pencils, so  they  wrote  on  the  ground  with  pointed  sticks.  The 
teacher  was  often  the  priest  and  h6  used  the  catechism  for  a  reader. 
The  forbidden  Irish  language  was  also  taught  in  th6S6  schools. 


Wh6n  Hannah  was  6leven, conditions  in 
Ireland  became  so  unbearable , dU6  to  the  failure 
| of  the  potato  crop  and  to  th6  practice  of  the 
landlords  of  taking  all  livestock  and  grain  in 
the  name  of  rent, that  her  brothers  and  sisters 
decided  to  go  to  America,  They  took  Hannah  with 
them.  They  cam6  first  to  Connecticut  where  sh6 
earned  h6r  living  by  caring  for  children  in  their 
homes.  Later  th6y  went  to  Glen  Palls, New  York. 

Her  brother  Daniel  went  on  to  Burlington,Iowa  where  h6  died  in  1858, 
Mary  married  Daniel  Lenihan  and  Julia  married  John  Mahoney  and  stayed 
in  Glen  Palls  till  her  death. The  brothers  John  and  William  went  to 
Plint  .Michigan.  John  lived  at  a  place  call e dBrg6mot , and  William 
owned  and  lived  on  a  forty  acre  farm  near  Plint.  In  an  old  letter 
from  John  to  Hannah  he  scolds  her  for  interfering  when  William  would 
have  got  married.  He  adds : "William  lived  miserable ,wi thout  anyone  to 
cook  for  him  and  car6  for  him".  He  also  said  that  liquor  was  the  cause 
of  William* s  death,  and  says  that  he  "had  the  rites  of  the  Church". 


Hannah  went  by  train, and  alone,  to  Plint  when  she  was  thirteen. 
There  she  did  housework  for  a  living.  At  the  time  of  her  marriage  she 
was  pastry  cook  at  a  hom6  for  the  deaf  and  dumb.

In  April  1865,Hammh  was  married  to  Thos. 
Sullivan  in  Bay  City .Michigan  by  Pr.  Shultz  who 
had  been  their  pastor  in  Plint.  They  lived  in 
Plint  till  the  spring  of  1881.  Thomas  and  his 
brother  Daniel  owned  and  operated  Sullivan  Bros, 
furniture  stor#  in  Plint. 

Eight  children  were  born  to  Thomas  and 
Hannah  while  they  lived  in  Plint,

The  coming  to  Dakota  is  told  in  a 
letter  from  Lucy  Sullivan  Coyle, youngest 
daughter  of  the  family  and  about  eight 
years  old  when  they  came. 

"We  cam6  to  Watertown, as  far  as  the 
railroad  cam6,in  May  1881,  It  was  the  first 
train  since  the  fall  before,  Th6  people 
turned  out  to  welcome  the  train, with  tin 
pans  and  anything  that  would  make  a  nois6, 

M&  was  expecting  Indians  but  didnt  know  the 
people  would  act  so  crazy, 

"Pa  left  us  at  the  hotel  and  walked 
to  Columbia  after  th6  team  and  wagon.  He 
and  John  Lambert, from  Flint  had  bought  three 
horses  and  a  wagon  the  y6ar  before  in  Col¬ 
umbia,  and  Lambert  had  stayed  all  winter  and 
oared  for  them.  Most  people  had  a  yoke  of 
oxen  but  we  had  three  white  horses,  I  remem¬ 
ber  their  names  yet;  Sam, Doc  and  Silver. When 
he  got  back  to  Watertown  he  put  a  prairi6 
eohooner  top  on  the  wagon  and  we  all  piled  in. 
Grandjua  and  Grandpa  Dani€l  Sullivan  were  with 
us. 


"When  w6  got  back  to  th6  big  slough  it  had  filled  full  after 
Pa  had  left  for  Watertown.  We  had  b€6n  rafted  and  pulled  across  a  good 
many  creeks  and  littl€  sloughs, but  this  was  too  much,  Tom  Murphy  s 
sod  house  was  on  the  east  side  where  Dan  Holland  used  to  live, and  we 
stayed  there  all  night  and  the  next  day  drove  north  around  it,  about 
twelve  miles  over  raw  prairie.  When  we  did  get  there  we  found  that 
some  men  in  trying  to  burn  the  roots  off  the  sides  of  the  sod  house, 

had  burned  the  thatched  roof  off,We 
8tay6 d  in  the  sod  church  till  they 
got  the  new  roof  on, 

"We  lived  in  Dakota  all  sum¬ 
mer  and  went  back  in  the  fall, The 
foundry  that  Pa  had  worked  for  in 
Flint  had  moved  to  Muskegon  and  h€ 
knew  he  * d  g6t  a  job  if  h6  went  there,

JOHN  DALY 


John,  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary  Daly, 
was  born  in  Kilgeonque ,  County  Meath. 
He  was  the  fourth  of  a  family  of  nine 
children,  all  of  whom  were  born  in 
Ireland.  He  never  said  much  about 
his  life  in  Ireland,  but  when  we  read 
Irish  history,  we  can  easily  under¬ 
stand  why  the  family  decided  to  come 
to  amaerica. 

Reports  on  the  conditions  in 
Ireland  at  this  time  tell  us  that 
,?the  people  were  not  only  poor;  but 
they  were  wretchedly  poor."  The  poor 
had  nothing  to  live  on  but  what  they 
could  raise  on  the  land,  and  the  rich 
lived  on  the  rents  which  were  wrung 
from  the  wretchedly  poor  tenants.  It 
was  said  that  people  in  the  North  lived  on  meal,  potatoes 
and  milk;  in  the  South  on  potatoes  and  milk;  and  in  the  ^Vest 
on  potatoes.  Between  one  potato  crop  and  the  next,  millions 
were  driven  to  beg  on  the  roads  for  their  food. 

Those  were  the  physical  conditions  which  prevailed  in 
Ireland  when  John  Daly  was  growing  up.  The  political  con¬ 
ditions  were  just  as  bad.  During  the  seventeenth  century, 
the  land  was  taken  from  the  Irish  Catholics  and  given  to 
Protestants,  many  of  whom  came  from  England.  Later,  laws 
were  passed,  making  it  impossible  for  a  Catholic  to  own  or 
acquire  land.  Any  large  tracts  that  were  owned  by  Catholics 
were  given  to  Anglo-Irish  or  English  Protestants,  and  laws 
forbad  marriage  between  Catholics  and  Protestants.  After 
years  of  this  kind  of  treatment,  Catholics  were  looked  upon 
as  an  inferior  class  by  the  English,  and  they  themselves 
oame  to  accept  this  position  of  inferiority. 

In  1839,  when  John  was  seventeen  years  old,  his  parents 
oame  with  the  family  to  America,  landing  at  Boston.  There 
were  Thomas  and  Mary,  the  parents;  Jane,  the  eldest  daughter, 
then  about  32,  accompanied  by  her  husband,  Patrick  Coan,  and 
two  sons,  William  and  Patrick;  Patrick,  aged  about  30;  Mat¬ 
thew,  29;  John,  17;  Thomas,  16;  Chri stonher .  15;  Lawrence, 
10;  Mary,  7;  and  Michael,  6.  We  do  not  know  how  long  they 
stayed  in  Boston,  \>ut  soon  after  their  arrival,  Lawrenoe 
died  and  is  buried  in  Boston.  Sometime  later  Jane's  husband 
was  accidentally  shot  by  someone  playing  a  practical  joke 
with  a  supposedly  unloaded  shotgun. 

Mary,  the  mother  died  in  1841  and  is  buried  in  flint, 
Miohigan,  so  it  is  likely  that  they  moved  there  in  1840  or 
'41.  They  settled  on  a  farm  one  mile  south  of  Mt.  Morris, 
and  one  mile  east  on  the  Stanley  road,  living  in  a  log  oab- 
in.  The  first  Mass  in  the  vicinity  was  said  in  this  log 
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house  sometime  around  1850,  as  related  by  Llary  Jane  Huerhes, 
a  grand - ^ ough ter  of  Thomas  Daly.  She  is  also  the  authority 
for  the  story  of  Thomas's  death  which  follows;  One  day 
Thomas  was  taken  sick  and  wanted  a  priest-,  ms  there  was  no 
priest  in  lit.  Morris  or  Flint,  they  sent  to  Detroit  for  one. 

He  came  a  distance  of  about  one  hundred  miles  on  horseback. 

He  prepared  Thomas  for  death,  and  told  the  family  that  he 
might  recover,  but  not  to  send  for  a  priest  again  as  it  was 
too  far  to  come  on  horseback.  Thomas  did  recover  from  that 
illness;  but  later,  taken  sick  again,  he  called  his  family 
together  and  told  them  that  he  was  going  to  die,  but  not  to 
be  afraid,  to  bury  him  in  his  own  yard,  as  there  was  no  ceme¬ 
tery  in  lit.  Morris  or  Flint.  After  his  death,  his  boys  dug 
the  grave,  then  wernt  to  a  neighbor,  Mr.  Toogood,  who  had  a 
yoke  of  oxen.  They  asked  to  borrow  them  to  drive  to  Flint, 
seven  miles  away,  to  get  the  coffin.  Mr.  Toogood  said,  "I 
can't  let  you  take  them,  because  I  am  afraid  of  Catholics." 

So  the  boys  carried  the  coffin  from  Flint  on  their  shoulders. 
They  buried  their  father  where  he  had  told  them,  but  later 
when  Calvary  Cemetery  was  established,  his  body  was  moved  to 
Flint.  His  death  occurred  in  December,  1854. 

On  February  20,  1849,  John  was  married  to  Elizabeth  Beahan, 
daughter  of  Matthew  Beahan  and  Mary  "Polly"  Faussett.  She  was 
born  in  North  Hector,  New  York,  and  came  with  her  parents,  prob¬ 
ably  in  the  middle  '40' s.  to  live  on  a  farm  about  two  miles 

north  of  Flint.  The  Buick  factory  site  later  reached  this  farm. 

After  their  marriage,  John  and  Elizabeth  lived  for  about 
seven  years  on  a  farm  two  miles  southeast  of  her  home.  Four 
children  were  born  to  them  there:  Linus,  in  1850;  George  Beahan 
in  1852,  Mary  Florence  in  1854,  and  Julia  Helen  in  1856.  Late 
in  1856  they  moved  to  Clark  County,  Missouri,  where  they  set¬ 
tled  in  a  little  town  then  known  as  Santa  Fe.  It  was  later  re¬ 

named  St.  Mary's,  but  is  not  in  existence  today,  according  to 
Secretary  of  State  of  Missouri,  unless  it  is  now  the  town  of 
St.  Patrick.  There  John  went  into  partnership  with  a  man  named 
Elwood  in  a  grocery  store. 

Slavery  was  a  burning  question  at  this  time,  especially 
in  Missouri;  it  being  the  most  northern  state  in  the  Louisiana 
Territory  in  which  slavery  was  allowed.  The  Missouri  Compro¬ 
mise  "forever  prohibited  slavery  or  involuntary  servitude"  in 
any  other  state  of  the  Territory  north  of  the  south  boundary 
of  Missouri,  but  this  was  upset  by  the  Kansas-Nebraske  Act  of 
1854;  and  in  1857  the  Dred  Soott  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court 
killed  the  Missouri  Compromise.  Looking  at  these  dates,  we 
can  imagine  how  hot  the  political  arguments  were  in  that  state 
at  the  very  time  when  the  Daly  family  settled  there. 

John's  partner,  Mr.  Elwood,  was  a  sincere  abolitionist, 
who  evidently  talked  too  much  and  to  the  wrong  people.  One 
night  he  was  taken  out  by  a  mob  and  hanged  in  his  own  orchard. 


Soon  after  this  the  store  failed,  and  John  Daly  moved  his 
family  aoross  the  river  to  Lima,  Illinois,  where  he  ran  a 
wood-yard  during  the  later  years  of  the  Civil  War. 

In  "Life  on  the  Mississippi",  Mark  Twain  says ^"Missis¬ 
sippi  steamboating  was  born  about  1812.  At  the  end  of  thirty 
years  it  had  grown  to  mighty  proportions,  and  in  less  than 
thirty  years  more  it  was  dead  I  Alas,  for  the  wood-yard  man! 
He  used  to  fringe  the  river  all  the  way;  his  close-ranked 
merchandise  stretched  from  one  oity  to  the  other  along  the 
banks,  and  he  sold  uncountable  cords  of  it  every  year  for  oash 
on  the  nail;  but  all  the  scattering  boats  that  are  left  burn 
ooal  now,  and  the  seldomest  spectacle  on  the  river  now  is  a 
wood-pile.  Where  now  is  the  onoe  wood-yard  man?" 

During  the  time  the  fadiily  lived  in  Missouri,  the  three 
youngest  children  were  born;  John  Charles  in  1858,  Edward  in 
1860,  and  Austin  in  1862,  on  November  5th.  Just  three  years 
later,  on  November  5,  1865,  Elizabeth  died  in  Lima,  Illinois. 
Soon  after  her  death,  the  family  returned  to  Michigan,  where 
they  went  back  to  the  Matthew  Beahan  farm  where  Elizabeth's 
mother  still  lived.  Her  father  had  died  sometime  before. 

We  have  little  record 
of  the  time  between  1865 
and  1880,  but  this  next 
few  years  must  have  been 
a  difficult  time  for  John 
Daly.  Just  two  years  after 
their  return  to  Miohigan, 

Linus  bled  to  death  as  a 
result  of  an  accident  with 
a  pitoh-fork  in  the  hay- 
field.  Shortly  afterwards 
the  grandmother,  Mary 
Beahan,  died. 

Florence  and  Julia 
were  married  in  Flint,  Flo 
rence  to  Theodore  George 
and  Julia  to  John  Nelson. 

In  1880,  John  and  his 
four  sons,  George,  John, 

Edward  and  Austin  went  wit 
J.  D.  Lavin  to  Watertown, 

Dakota  Territory,  which  wa 
then  the  end  of  the  rail¬ 
road.  There  they  bought 
a  team  and  light  wagon,  a 
drove  to  Columbia.  Georg 
filed  on  his  pre-emption 
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claim  two  miles  east  of 
Columbia,  but  in  order  to 
get  a  tract  large  enough 
30  that  they  could  all 
have  their  farms  adjoin-  •=: 
ing,  they  had  to  go  seven 
miles  north  and  east  of 
Columbia,  where  they  loca¬ 
ted  their  land  as  shown  on 
the  sketch-map.  /In  order  to, 
file  on  the  land;  they  drove 
overland  to  Jamestown,  the  _  , 

nearest  point  oil  the  II. P.  rail-  i 

road,  and  took  the  train  to 
Fargo,  the  land  offioe  for  the 
district.  They  filed  on  the 
land  on  April  9,  1880.  Many 
other  Flint  people,  including 
Charles  C.  Beahan,  brother  of 
Elizabeth,  took  land  neqrby. 
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Julia  and  her  family  came  out  later 
and  lived  nearby  on  different  places,  until 
they  bought  their  own  place  thres  miles  south-* 
west  of  her  father's  farm.  Florence  was  the  -f 
only  one  who  remained  in  Michigan.  After  £ 
living  on  his  claim  for  a  few  years,  Eddie  <M 
sold  his  land  to  Alex  MoFarlin  and  returned 
to  Michigan,  where  he  spent  the  rest  of  his 
life. 
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John  Daly  was  troubled  with  asthma  all 
his  life,  which  was  probably  the  cause  of  his 
being  very  stoop-shouldered.  He  made  many  trips 
back  to  Michigan  during  the  winters,  possibly  for 
his  health,  and  to  visit  relatives.  After  a  few  years 
in  Dakota,  he  thought  his  asthma  was  cured  and  he  persuaded,  his 
sister  Mary  Hughes,  who  also  suffered  with  asthma,  to  visit  him 
there.*  She  came  out  with  Chris.  Daly's  family  and  stayed  for 
about  a  year;  but  the  houses  were  cold,  being  newly  built  of 
green  lumber,  and  she  returned  to  Michigan. 


John's  sons,  George  and  Johnnie,  married  Hannah  and  Minnie 
Sullivan,  Daughters  of  Thomas  Sullivan,  whose  family,  also  from 
Flint  had  homesteaded  nearby. 


Eddie  and  his  father  "batched"  together  until  Eddie  returned 
to  Michigan.  Frank  Daly,  son  of  Chris,  says  of  John,  "He  was  a 
real  good  cook.  He  was  a  good  shot,  too.  He  could  drive  along 
and  shoot  a  rabbit  right  over  the  horse's  head." 

Austin  worked  in  Columbia,  part  of  the  time  as  turnkey  at 
the  Columbia  jail.  His  cousin,  Chris's  daughter  Julia  says  o± 
him,  "He  was  a  handsome  lad, too.  He  went  out  on  a  call  one 
night,  whether  social  or  business,  I  can't  remember,  and  was 


. 


never  seen  again.  His  death  was  very  hard  on  Uncle  John." 

In  his  later  years,  John  was  not  able  to  work  his  farm,  but 
he  always  raised  a  large  garden,  and  drove  around  the  counts 
selling  vegetables,  with  a  single  bug'-y  and  his  little  black 
horse,  "Billy".  Part  of  this  time  he  lived  with  his  son 
Johnnie  or  his  daughter  Julia,  in  their  homes. 


In  the  late  '90*3  his  son  George  built  a  small  one-room 
house  for  him,  just  east  of  George's  house  and  attached  to  it. 
Here  he  kept  house  and  did  most  of  his  own  cooking.  George 
always  took  him  his  oatmeal  ready  cooked  for  breakfast  every 
morning.  Up  until  the  last  years  of  his  life  he  kept  a  garden 
in  some  part  of  one  farm  or  another.  His  grand-children  used 
to  make  spending  money  pulling  weeds  in  his  garden.  He  always 
enjoyed  reading  the  newspapers,  visiting  with  friends  and  rela¬ 
tives  and  playing  "pedro"  with  his  grandsons  in  the  evenings. 

After  living  in  the  little

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When  John  loft  ■tf'lint,  his  brothers  Chris  and  Mike  also  left 
for  Dakota.  Chris  took  a  carload  of  lumber  and  a  carload  of  fur¬ 
niture,  cattle  and  grain  to  Miller,  South  Dakota.  The  grain  bags 
were  stenciled,  "Dakota  or  bust."  Julia,  his  wife,  and  seven 
children  came  out  after  he  had  built  a  house.  Three  daughters, 

Mary  Alice,  Llargaret  and  Elizabeth,  had  married  and  remained  in 
Michigan.  It  was  Chris'  intention  to  buy  a  large  tract  of  land 
which  he  could  divide  into  farms  for  his  sons.  But  the  boys 
were  not  farmers;  they  went  into  other  lines  of  work.  After  a 
few  years  in  Miller,  he  moved  his  family  to  J.  D.  Lavin' e  place 
to  be  near  his  brother  John,  -^hey  lived  there  for  about  two  years, 
but  after  a  crop  failure  went  back  to  Miller.  Chris  then  tried 
raising  thoroughbred  cattle  at  Miller,  but  after  a  number  of  bad 
years  he  lost  everything  and  went  back  to  Michigan,  where  he  died 
in  1916  in  Mt.  Morris. 

Mike  with  his  wife  Elizabeth  Carney,  and  six  children  lived 
at  Zell,  South  Dakota  for  several  years.  It  was  here  during  a 
blizzard  in  1890  that  his  daughter  Hosie  was  lost  in  the  storm 
and  froze  to  death.  She  had  come  home  from  Watertown  where  she 
worked,  and  had  started  to  walk  two  miles  from  the  station  when 
the  sudden  storm  overtook  her.  The  family  left  Dakota  soon  after 
this  and  went, finally  to  Billings,  Montana,  where  Mike  died  in 
1903. 


The  rest  of  the  brothers  and  sisters  never  left  ^Iiohigan. 
Jane,  the  eldest  in  the  family,  was  married  in  Ireland,  and  she 
with  her  husband,  Patrick  Coan  and  two  sons,  William  and  Patrick, 
came  with  the  rest  from  Ireland.  Another  Irish  immigrant,  Pat 
Malloy,  came  over  on  the  same  boat,  and  was  very  attentive  to 
Jane  and  her  two  boys;  so  much  so  that  she  was  annoyed  and  told 
him  so.  A  few  years  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  Jane  and 
Pat  Malloy  were  married  in  Michigan. 

Patrick,  the  second  in  the  family,  was  married  and  lived  in 
Mt.  Morris  township,  where  he  owned  a  grdat  many  acres  of  land. 

Of  Matthew  and  Thomas  we  have  no  record,  except  that  George 
Daly  said  that  they  died  childless. 

Mary  married  Edward  Hughes  in  Mt.  Morris.  About  1852  her 
brother  Mika  and  her  husband  built  a  hotel  at  Polliwog  Corner, 
where  a  tnll-gate  was  located  on  the  plank  road.  Mary  and  Edward 
Hughes  ran  the  hotel.  Their  first  three  children  were  born  there. 
Later  they  ran  a  general  store  in  Mt.  tylorria.  Mary  died  in  Mt. 
Morris  about  1884.

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Georg6  Beahan  Daly, second  son  of  John 
Daly  and  iilizabethl  B6ahan)Daly ,  was  born  on 
September  b0th,ld52.  Michigan  was  then  a 
pioneer  state  and  the  family  lived  on  a  farm 
two  miles  southeast  of  the  town  of  Flint. The 
city  of  Flint  has  long  since  spread  out  over 
that  farmsite. 

His  father  John  Daly,had  come  from 
Co.  Meath, Ireland  about  fourteen  years  before 
with  his  parents, brothers  and  sisters  and  had 
settled  near  Mount  Morris.  rih6  wife.  Elizabeth's 
family  had  com6  a  year  or  two  earlier  from 
Seneca  County, Hew  York  State.  Her  sister  Mary, 

Mrs  Andrew  McDowell , came  to  live  in  Flushing 
County.  She  told  her  grandchildren  about  com¬ 
ing  to  Michigan.  It  was  1B46  and  they  traveled 
by  train  to  Pontiac, then  to  Flint  by  covered 
wagon.  Their  home  was  a  log  cabin  without 
windows.  She  helped  h6r  husband  with  all  the  work  so  he  could  clear 
the  land  for  farming.  The  oldest  of  the  two  small  children, Jan6 , was 
walking  and  wh6n  Mary  milked  the  cows, with  a  smudge  burning  to  keep 
th6  mosquitoes  away  -shehad  to  ti6  Jane  to  the  bedpost  to  keep  h6r 
out  of  the  fire. 

In  the  fall  of  lb66  John  took  his  family  to  Clark  County, 
Missouri, to  a  town  called  Santa  Fe.but  later  re-named  St  Mary.  By 
th6n  th6  family  consisted  of  Linus , George .Florence  and  Julia, the  baby. 
John  ran  a  grocery  store  with  a  man  named  Elwood  who  talked  a  lot 
against  slavery  and  one  morning  was  found  hang€d  in  his  own  orchard. 

After  this  tragedy  the  Dalys  moved  down  the  river  and  across 
to  the  Illinois  side  and  started  a  woodyard.  There  were  many  steam- 
Doats  carrying  immigrants  from  the  old  country  up  into  th6  Mississ¬ 
ippi  valley  to  make  new  homes.  These  boats  us6d  wood  for  fuel  and 
as  they  could  carry  only  a  nay's  supply  there  had  to  be  many  wood- 
yardB  along  the  river.  The  wood  was  cut  in  four  foot  lengths  and 
piled  eight  feet  high  and  long  enough  so  there  were  twenty  cords  to 
a  pile  if  honestly  piled.  This  was  th6  country  where  Mark  Twain  lived 
ana  h6re  is  a  paragraph  from  Huckelb6rry  Finn  which  well  describes 
th6  scene  and  life  there  at  that  time; "Then  we  set  down  -  and  watched 
th6  daylight  come. The  first  thing  to  S66  looking  away  over  the  water, 
was  a  kind  of  dull  line  -  that  was  the  woods  on  th6  other  sid6  -  you 
couldnt  mak6  anything  else  out: then  a  pale  place  in  the  sky: then  more 
paleness , spreading  around  -  and  the  east  reddens  up, and  the  river, 
and  you  make  out  a  log  cabin  in  the  edg6  of  the  woods, away  on  the 
bank  on  t'other  side  of  the  river, being  a  woodyard, likely , and  piled 
by  them  cheats  so  you  can  throw  a  dog  thru  it  anywheres". 

This  was  before  the  railroads  took  away  the  business  from  the 
steamboats . Ge orge  never  forgot  the  thrill  of  heaping  the  steamboat 
coming  and  in  later  life  he  often  mentioned  his  life  on  the  Mississ¬ 
ippi  when  he  heard  the  steamboat  whistle  that  the  trains  used. It  must 
have  been  hard  for  those  boys .living  in  such  a  lonely  place, to  see 
those  boats  going  by  and  never  to  get  to  ride  on  them.

.During  the  election  campaign  of  1G60  when  George  was  eight  years 
old  he  heard  people  say  that  if  Lincoln  wer6  elected  it  would  mean 
there  would  b6  war  slater  when  h6  heard  that  Lincoln  was  elected  he 
went  out  behind  the  woodpile  and  cri6d. 

They  ran  their  wood  yard  thru  th6  later  years  of  th6  Civil  War 
and  us6d  to  see  hospital  ships  pass  parrying  wounded  soldiers.  These 
ships  were  painted  red  and  were  never  fired  upon. Once  one  landed  near 
their  woodyard  and  the  crew  buried  a  Southern  soldier  who  had  died  on 
the  boat. 

George  V.Beahan.for  whom  George  Laly  was  named, had  planned  to 
S6nd  George  to  school  and  had  put  money  for  that  purpose,  in  a  bank 
in  AnnArbor .Michigan.  'The  bank  failed  and  the  money  was  lost.  in 
February  lbbb  Georg6  V.Beahan  was  killed  in  a  logging  accident. His 
family  decided  to  carry  out  his  wishes  in  regard  to  Georg6  Laly's 
educationfcso  Georg6  came  back, alone , that  summer, to  Michigan.  He 
was  thirteen  years  old.  In  Lecember  of  th6  same  summer,  George's 
mother  di6d  in  Lima, Illinois  and  the  rest  of  the  family  came  back 
to  Flint  with  the  three  more  boys , John, Bdward  and  Austin,  who  had 
been  born  in  Missouri. 

Georg©  stayed  at  the  home  of  the  grandmother, Polly  Beahan,and 
walked  to  school  in  Flint, a  distance  of  several  miles. At  that  time 
the  approved  way  of  becoming  a  lawyer  was  to  go  .into  the  office  of  a 
lawyer  and  "read®  law.  So  after  high  school, George  went  into  the 
office  of  WmDurant  who  was  mayor  of  Flint  and  Congressman  and  finally 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

G6org6  taught  school  in  the  winter  and  studied  law  in  th6  sum¬ 
mer.  H6  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  the  state  of  Michigan  at  the  ag6 
of  twenty^,  and  practiced  law  there  for  about  six  years.  He  walked 
for  recreation,  and  one  summer  he  and  a  companion  made  a  walking  tour 
of  part  of  Michigan  -sometimes  sleeping  in  th6  open  and  working  a 
little  on  farms  here  and  there. 

Onee  after  George  Beahan's  death  his  mother  invited  Georg6  Laly 
to  select  something  from  George  Beahan's  possessions  for  his  own, 
Georg©  chose  the  walnut'  book-case  and  used  it  the  rest  of  his  life. 
After  his  death  his  oldest  son, Alex  took  it  to  his  hom6  and  in  1^44 
it  was  burned  when  the  house  burned  down.  It  had  a  row  of  "pigeon 
holes"  across  the  top  of  the  desk  and  here  many  interesting  old  let¬ 
ters  were  preserved,and  they  were  not  in  it  when  it  burned. 

In  October  id76  George  went  to  the  Centenial 
and  to  see  Hew  fork.  He  told  in  a  letter  of  going 
thru  Watkins  Glen  Hew  York, and  stopping  to  see  a 
cousin.Thos  Beahan,that  he  had  known  in  Michigan. 

They  went  to  call  on  the  Hugh  Carney  family  and 
stayed  to  supper  and  visited  so  long  h6  missed 
his  train  and  had  to  take  the  train  the  next 
morning.  H6  was  glad  of  the  chance  to  get  ac¬ 
quainted  with  his  cousins  and  also  to  ride 
thru  Pennsylvania  in  th6  daytime .Fifty 
years  afterwards  the  main  things  h6 
remenbered  were  the  two  little  dark¬ 
eyed  Carney  girls. 
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In  1880  at  the  age  of  twenty-seven  George  and  his  brother  John 
came  to  Dakota  with  J.D.Lavin  and  others.  They  came  to  Watertown  by 
train. As  that  was  the  end  of  the  line, they  bought  a  team  ana  a  light 
wagon  and  drove  to  Columbia.  There  they  selected  their  claims  and 
drove  to  Jamestown, the  end  of  the  northern  Pacific  r.ailroad.  There 
they  took  the  train  to  Fargo  where  the  landoffice  was  located  and  filer 
on  their  land. 


Getfrge  took  his  preemption  quarter  one  mile  north  and  one  mile 
east  or  Columbia. Later  the  same  year  their  father, John  and  brothers 
.addle  and  austin  came  to  take  land  and  in  order  to  get  adjoining  land 
th^y  had  to/ go  seven  miles  northeast  of  town.  That  area  is  now  known 
asliialy  Corners  and  the  third  generation  is  growing  up  there. 

an  old  diary  with  the  first  entry  "March  £0,1880:  Card  gave  me 
this  diary  today,"  Wj&a  axparting  gift  when  George  was  leaving  Michigan.

He 
mentioned  gathering  tree  seeds  jand  sending  sacks  of  them  to  people  in 
Columbia. 

George  brot  ^nto  the  county  the  first  copy  of  territorial  laws 
seen  here  and  it  was  he  who  drafted  the  petition  for  the  organization 
of  the  county*-  Several -letters  from  J  D  Lavin  and  Johnnie  Daly  tell 
of  the  fight- to  keep  the  county  seat  in  Columbia  and  then  of  their 
great  satisfaction  when  Columbia  won  the  election.  One  of  Lavin' s  let¬ 
ters  says"By  unamious  vote  of  the  county  commissioners  in  session  Sept 
4th. 1880  you  were  appointed  Probate  Judge  of  Brown  County  to  serve 
till  the  next  election". 

Columbia  was  growing  fast  and  her  people  had  great  hopes  and 
plans  for  her  future.  People  got  quite  excited  over  whether  or  not  a 
power  dam  on  the  river  would  stop  navigation.  They  hadnt  learned  how 
the  "Jim"  could  slow  down  and  become  only  a  series  of  small  ponds 
for  months  at  a  time. 

Johnnie  wrote  of  the  difficulty  of  hiring  help  to  work

Another  letter  said  "I  bought  two  yofcb  Iff  oxen, wagon, plow  and 
all  picket  rope  belonging  to  them, of  George  Stevens  for  two  hundred 
twenty-five  dollars.  I  dont  know  what  you  will  think  but  I  thot  I 
oouldnt  better  it.  fie  was  offered  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  for  one 
yoke  of  them.  The  other  yoke  are  younger  and  smaller , about  like  Elliots 
oxen."  Then  he  tells  of  giving  up  his  trip  to  Michigan  to  save  the 
sixty  dollar  train  fare  and  also  to  be  on  his  claim  so  it  wouldnt  be 
"jumped",  fie  planned  to  dig  a  well  and  to  put  a  partition  in  the  sod 
house  so  he  could  keep  the  oxen  in  one  end  of  it.  This  was  a  common 
practice  in  those  days  so  a  man  would  b6  no  danger  of  getting  lost 
while  going.itrj-^are  for  sto^k.  There  were  no  fenoes  or  trees  for  land¬ 
marks.  fie  ended  the  letter jfflflfont  I  have  a  lonesome  old  time?Send  me 
all  the  papers  you  can  get  hold  of," 


This  plan  all  seems  to  have  changed  as  a  letter  from  Lavin,  a 
little  later  states  that  Joimilie  left  for  Flint  shortly  after  election. 
Then  a  letter  heade  d"Marshall , Minn. Mar.  27  th"  tells  thatn Johnnie  and 
John  Me e nan  and  Kanaly  started  out  with  their  oxen  but  have^ccme^back. 
fie  says"This  is  the  b68t  place  to  wait  for  the  snow  to  go  off^  have 
plenty  of  everything  here  to  eat.  I  think  the  farther  west  you'gu^the 
scarcer  you  find  provisions".  Then  he  warns  George  to  bring  along^ pro- _ 
visions.in  case  he.-. gets  tbi  thiThlalm  first,  _ 


George 1  a  diary  entry  for  May  4th  is:  "Got  home  about  3  oclock". 
Thru  the  rest  of  the  month  the  entries  are  of  planting  trees , potatoes , 
onions, wheat  and  corn.

Ge-orge  and  Han¬ 
nah  lived  in  this  home  the  rest  of  their  lives  and  here  raised  their

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thirteen  children.  Thru  th6  years  th6y  turned  the  bare  prairie  to  a 
grove  of  trees  and  had  nearly  every  variety  of  tree  that  will  grow  in 
the  northern  climate.  The  evergreens  of  six  or  seven  kinds, were  a 
landmark  for  the  county  for  years.  _It  was  the  only  large  number  of 
them  in  many  miles.  All  th6  Daly  olaims  had  large  groves  and-^ttley 
joined  in  one  continuous  grove .making  this/a  center  for  picnics  and 
social  affairs  and  a  meeting  place  for  dlaoussioh^bf  politics  and 
farm  problems.  ' 

George  was  among  the  first  to  irj  /ew£< 
and  crops.  They  got  a  hive  of^be68  and  Hannal^  enjoyed  working  with 
them.  She  often  had  honey  to  sell  and  give  to  ne'Spl?.  Usually_ah4- 
had  a  dozen  or  more  hives  in  operation  tire  r^jLpf^ her  life.

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In  the  first  legis¬ 
lature  of  South  Dakota 
in  1891, and  again  in 
1897, George  was  a  repre* 
sentative.  A  friend  of 
his, Herbert  Cronin, 
said  of  him:  "He  was  a 
politician  in  the  best 
sense  of  the  word:Not 
merely  to  secure  office 
but  to  advance  the  ideas 
and  reforms  which  he  be¬ 
lieved  to  the  advantage 
of  all." 

A  strong  believer  in  cooperation  he  helped  organize  the  Groton 
Feraey  Telephone  Company, The  Brown  County  Mutual  Insurance  Company, 
Columbia  Farner’s  Elevator  and  the  Taooma  Park  Association  of  which 
he  was  president  for  thirteen  years.  This  latter  was  not  only  for  a 
pleasure  resort  but  as  a  center  for  the  discussion  of  social  and 
political  reform.  Here  they  had  a  Chautauqua  for  a  week, each  year. 
People  came  from  all  over  the  oounty  and  camped  for  the  week.  There 
were  lectures  by  such  celebrities  as  W.J. Bryan, Hobson, Carrie  Nation 
and  Robt .LaFollette .  There  were  ball  games  and  at  night, there  were 
plays  put  on  by  the  stock  company  that  was  encamped  there.  That  one 
week  was  the  high  spot  of  the  year  for  hundreds  of  young  people. The 
Dalys  nearly  always  camped, even  when  there  was  a  small  baby. 

About  the  year  1905  George  bought  the  Pioneer  Sentinal,  a 
weekly  newspaper  in  Aberdeen, changed  the  name  to  Aberdeen  Demo¬ 
crat  and  edited  it  for  several  years, staying  in  town  thru  the  week 
and  going  home  weekends.  His  son  Francis  worked  with  him  for  a 
year  or  two.  Searle  Brothers  finally  bought  the  paper  and  George 
went  back  to  the  farm.  Shortly  after  that  he  began  teaching  the 
home  school.  A  great  reader, he  saw  to  it  that  his  family

while  he  ran  the  paper,  he  would  bring  home  books  from  the  library 
He  read  many  books  aloud  to  the  family  in  the  evenings.  He  liked 
poitry  and  wrote  p06me.  Some  were  published  in  Pasqu6  Petals  and 
in  Braithwaite *s  Anthology  of  American  Poetry.  The  last  years  of 
his  life  he  was  telling, in  poetry, the  story  of  th6  pioneering  of 
hie  great-grandparents, George  and  Polly  Paussett.  His  eyesight 
failed  him  and  he  never  finished  it. 

Sept. 26,1932  Hannah  wrote: "Our  radio  is  working  good  now. 
Papa  watches  for  the  news  every  day.  He  cant  see  to  read  so  has  to 
get  the  news  mostly  from  the  radio,  I  read  the  papers  to  him  but 
k*  gits  more  satisfaction  with  the  radio.  We  sat  up  almost  all 
night  the  night  of  the  Democrat  convention." 

Hannah  died  of  a  heart  ailment  November  7th, 1932.  George 
lived  on  with  his  son  Dick  at  the  home  place.  He  always  liked  to 
walk.  In  January  he  caught  a  cold  and  decided  to  "walk  it  off". 

He  called  on  a  neighbor  a  half  mile  away,  but  the  cold  got  worse 
and  developed  into  pneumonia.  The  family  took  him  to  the  hospital 
in  Britton  but  his  condition  became  worse  and  on  January  18th  he 
passed  away. 
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LIFE  OF  GEORGE  FAUSSETT 
Great-grandfather  of  Geo. B. Daly 


George  Faussett  was  born  in  Kildare  County, Ireland, in  1760. 

He  came  to  America  in  the  1760s  and  landed  in  Philadelphia.  His 
services  were  sold  for  a  term  of  three  years  to  pay  for  his  pass¬ 
age  on  the  boat.  He  was  the  only  one  of  a. party  of  five  who  kept 
his  agreement.  He  was  placed  with  a  Quaker  family  on  a  farm  and 
was  thankful  the  rest  of  his  life  for  the  knowledge  of  farming  he 
gained  there. 

Later  the  returning  soldiers  of  General  Sullivan's  army 
gave  glowing  accounts  of  the  beauty  and  richness  of  the  country 
between  Cayuga  and  Seneca  Lakes  in  western  New  York  state. Hundreds 
of  young  men  from  Pennsylvania  and  New  England  started  out  to  take 
land  there.  Faussett  was  among  them.  He  and  a  companion  came  to 
the  south  end  of  Seneca  Lake  and  the  companion  took  land  on  the 
west  8 ide  of  the  lake.  Faussett  put  his  oossessions  in  a  bark  can¬ 
oe  and  paddled  along  the  east  shore -By  gestures  he  made  the  Indians 
derstand  he  wanted  good  land.  They  led  him  to  a  place  where  there 
was  a  spring  and  there  he  chose  his  land.  On  the  way  they  roused 
a  large  bear  and  the  Indian*  warned  Faussett  to  keep  clear  of  it 


sixteen  hundred  acres  of  land, free  of  debt  in  a  short  time.

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Stories  are  still  told  of  his  adventures  and  bravery. Once 
when  he  and  Polly  were  caught  in  a  storm  on  the  lake, the  boat  cap¬ 
sized  and  he  clung  to  the  boat  and  held  Polly  up  for  six  hours 
till  they  drifted  to  shore.  Another  time  the  Indians  were  about  to 
put  a  man  to  death  in  the  woods  near  Faussett *s  home.  They  thot 
the  man  had  killed  an  Indian.  A  neighbor  ran  and  called  Fauseett 
who  got  there  just  as  they  were  ready  to  shoot  the  man  with  bows 
and  arrows.  Faussett  broke  thru  the  circle  and  shouted"He  is  my 
friend", and  convinced  them  that  the  man  was  innocent  and  they  let 
him  go  free. 


other  could  hear  each  other  talk.  An  American  soldier  shouted"Jim- 
my  Faussett"  and  soon  an  Indian  came  with  a  white  flag  and  asked 
if  George  Faussett' s  Jimmy  was  there.  He  greeted  Jimmy  affection¬ 
ately.  That  tribe  of  Indians, who  were  from  Lake  Seneca, refused  to 
fight  against  the  Americans  any  longer,  and  from  then  on  kept 
Jimmy's  regiment  supplied  with  venison  while  they  were  in  that 
vicinity. 

Their  oldest  child, Fanny, was  the  first  white  child  born  in 
this  district  between  the  lakes.  When  she  was  a  year  old  they 
took  her  with  them  back  to  Sherman  Valley  to  show  her  to  Polly's 
people.  Three  years  later  Polly  took  Fanny  and  James  and  went 
baok  again.  The  Indians  were  friendly  and  they  relayed  her  from 
group  to  group  with  great  oare.  This  may  have  been  the  trip  she 
took  to  Northumberland  to  have  the  children  baptized.

Three  more  children  were  bora  to  Polly  and  George : Florence 
Polly  and  George. 

Some  years  later  Thomas  and  Matthew  Beahan  from  Kildare  Co¬ 
unty  were  traveling  in  New  York  state  and  came  to  see  the  beautiful 
Finger  Lake  oountry.  They  visited  at  the  Faussett  home  and  both 
fell  in  love  with  daughters  of  the  family.  On  September  second  in 
1819  Thomas  Beahan  married  Florence  Faussett  and  Matthew  Beahan  mar 
ried  Polly.  Each  daughter  was  given  a  piece  of  land  for  a  home.  The 
home  of  Thomas  and  Florence  is  still  in  the  possession  of  descend¬ 
ants.  Matthew  and  Polly  moved  to  Michigan  after  their  family  was 
grown  up. 


The  father  of  Thomas  and  Matthew  was  evidently  well-to-do 
as  he  made  two  trips  from  Ireland  t;o  visit  his  sons. 


George  Faussett  was  a  leader  and  an  example  for  the  commun¬ 
ity.  In  1818  he  contributed  six  hundred  dollars  toward  the  erection 
of  the  Hector  church.  He  belonged  to  the  Dutch  Reformed  church.  He 
made  large  contributions  to  both  churches. 


He  was  married  twice.  Some  time  after  Polly's  death  a  friend 
and  neighbor  who  was  dying, asked  George  to  look  after  his  wife  and 
family.  He  married  the  widow.  There  were  ho  children  from  this  mar¬ 
riage.

Another  neighbor  died  in  jpqverty  and  his  land  fell  into  the 
possession  of  George  Faussett  wh<^7  made  the  widow  and  her  son  ,eaoh

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THE  VIRDENS 

A  family  of  Virdens,of  Hugenot 
extract  ion, a  father, mother  and 
three  children  left  France  for 
America  about  1760.  The  parents 
died  enroute  and  the  children  were 
"bound  out"  on  their  arrival  in 
America.  The  little  girl  soon  died 
and  it  is  thru  one  of  the  boys  that 
the  Virden  lineage  is  here  traced. 

When  he  grew  up  he  married  a  girl 
named  Ruth  Fleming. They  lived  in 
Wilmington, Deleware .  They  had  a 
son, William.  Both  parents  died  when 
he  was  quite  young  and  he  moved 
west.  In  fhe  War  of  1813  he  enlist- 

ed  from  Kentucky.  After  the  war  he  married  Martha  Williamson. She 
came  from  New  Jersey.  Her  mother, when  a  child, had  been  one  of  a 
group  of  children  who  scattered  flowers  before  Washington  after 
one  of  his  victories. 

To  Martha  and  William  were  born  twelve  children.  The  seventh  was 
James. About  1831  he  moved  with  his  parents  to  Illinois.  At  the  age 
of  twenty-two  James  was  working  in  the  lead  mines  at  Galena.  The 
next  year  he  went  to  St. Louis, walking  most  of  the  way. A  neighDor 
asked  him  to  collect  a  debt  from  a  man  who  had  moved  down  there. 

He  collected  the  debt  but  had  to  take  a  horse  as  part  payment  and 
he  rode  the  horse  back  to  Illinois  and  as  the  man  had  moved,he 
rode  on  to  a  town  in  Wisconsin  called  Fairplay, and  gave  him  the 
horse.  Soon  afterwards  he  walked  to  Iowa.  A  man  named  Flem  Sayndere 

went  with  him.  One  night  they  stayed  at  the  a 

Pratt.  When  they  were  leaving  James  jokingly  told  Mr  Pratt  that  he 
would  be  back  after  he  got  his  cabin  built  and  would  <£*1“  1*®  *and 
of  one  of  his  daughters,  in  marriage.  Several  years  later  it  came 
?Le  tnd  he  maSifd  Charlotte  Pratt.  Theirs  was  the  first  wedding 
in  Black  Hawk  County.  James  made  his  home  on  his  land  which  is  now 
a  part  of  the  city  of  V/aterloo. 

Th*»  winter  of  ’47  and  ’48  was  severe  and  the  settlers  stayed 
close  to  their  cabins. Many  Indians  were  almost  constant  neighbors. 
Thev  were  friendly  and  well-behaved.  Once  in  the  spring  they  we* 
collecting  sap  fro m  maple  trees  and  the  owner  of  the  grove  went, 
a  knight ,  ^and^  smashe  d  up  the  sap-collecting  e^ipment.  \he. 

Indians  wanted  to  go  on  the  warpath.  James  paid  a  visit  to  their 
cbnp  and  an  old  Indian  told  him  of  the  difficulty  they  were  having 
in  preventing  a  massacre.  They  broke  oamp  and  moved  on. 

Once  a  band  of  Winnebagoes  on 
their  way  from  a  battle  with  the 
Souix, camped  near  James1  cabin. 
They  were  carrying  their  wounded 
with  them.  An  old  warrior  died 
and  James  described  the  burial* 

The  body  was  planed  in  a  sitting 
posit  ion,  wrapped  in  a  blanket  and 
his  gun  pi  abed  across  his  knees. 


'Ii 
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Hickory  slabs  were  placed  around  the  body  to  protect  it  from  wild 
beasts, and  a  large  mound  of  earth  built  over  it.  Another  time  -he 
body  of  an  Indian  child  was  wrapped  in  a  blanket  and  tied  on  the 
branch  of  a  tree.  It  hung  there  for  several  years. 

James  and  his  brother  ,  William  once  came  upon  a  herd  of  buffalo 
near  their  claims  and  succeeded  in  shooting  a  buffalo  cow. 

In  July  of  1851  James’  father, William  came  .  He  brot  the  younger 
children  with  him.  They  traveled  by  oxteam.  He  built  a  large, two- 
story  log  house  which  became  a  center  for  neighborhood  activities. 
Abraham  Lincoln  once  spent  a  night  there.  For  a  time  this  house 
was  part  of  the  under-ground  railway, and  run-away  slaves  were  shel¬ 
tered  there  and  helped  bn  their  way  to  Canada. 

Four  years  after  James  was  married, Charlotte  died  and  left  two 
small  boys,Williard  and  George.  Later  Jajnes  married  Harriet  Rich¬ 
ardson.  To  these  two  were  bom  six  children.  The  first  two  died 
in  infancy. The  others, Frank, Laura, Emma  and  Rossen(Dick) grew  up  and 
had  families  of  their  own.  When  Dick  was  ten  his  father  went  on 
another  adventure , this  time  to  the  silver  mines  of  Colorado.  He 
left  the  family  to  run  the  farm  without  him. Dick  tended  com  when 
he  could  scarcely  reach  the  handles  of  the  cultivator. 

In  1885  they  moved  to  Kimball,  South  Dakota.  One  of  their  neighbors 
was  Mrs  Lucretia  Doughty.  Her  son  lived  with  her  and  also  a  grand¬ 
daughter,  Ida  Bowm,whom  Mrs  Doughty  had  adopted  when  Ida's  mother 
died. 

A  few  years  later  Dick  married  Ida  and  they  moved  to  arcattle 
ranch  at  Gann  Valley, South  Dakota.  Here  three  of  their  seven  child¬ 
ren  were  bom.  Leola  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  at  her  great-grand¬ 
mother's  and  always  remembered  making  the  trip  in  a  wagon. 

In  1896  James  decided  they  should  live  in  Tennesee.  Dick  went 
there  first  and  bought  a  cotton  plantation  and  had  a  large  house 
built  for  his  own  and  his  father's  families.  While  he  was  away 
his  youngest  daughter, Hazel  died  of  whooping  cough.  Dick  was  too 
far  away  to  come  to  the  funeral.  They  buried  Hazel  beside  her 
great  grandmother  at  Kimball. 

When  Dick  got  back  they  prepared  a  covered  wagon  and  they  made 
the  long  trip  to  Tennesee.  The  two  children  enjoyed  the  trip  and 
picked  up  a  crow  and  a  dog  for  companions.  The  dog  died  before 
they  got  there  and  was  greatly  mourned. 

Conditions  were  much  different  there.  It  was  considered  a  dis¬ 
grace  for  white  people  to  work  there.  Dick  and  Ida  did  not  stay 
long  but  moved  to  Wright  Co. Iowa  to  be  near  Dick’s  sis ter, Emma. 

James  also  moved  back  to 
Iowa  a  little  later.  In  1907 
Dick  sold  his  farm  and  bought 
an  elevator  in  Rowen  where  he 
lived  the  rest  of  his  life 
and  where  he  and  his  wife  both 
died  in  December  of  1947.
